THE CRONIN MURDER. 


A Confusing Avalanche of Conflict- 


Ing Testimony Introduced. 


MATERIAL FORFDTUREPERJURY SU1S 


Hew and Sensational Evidence Introduced 


by tbe Prosecution—Dr. Cronin's 


Knives Found in Ex-Detective 


Coujhlin's Pocket, 


CHICAGO, Nov. 29.—Before tb^e court 


opened in the Cronin case this morninsr 
Mr. Forrest stated to tbe L'nitcd Press 
reporter tbat he had eight or ten wit- 
nesses to introduce to-day, aruj that this 
evidence would probably consume tbe 
wbole of the day.

Mr. Forrest, whuw.is wholly unable, to 
make a point; on the contrary, by his 
Ineffectual efforts he strengthened the 
State materially. 


M. J. Tlwyer, a saloon-keeper, on the 


1Vest Side, was called by the defense 
and askrd if John O'Malley was ever in 
bis saloon. 
"Never,'' said the witnea 


Tbe purpose of this examination was to 
contradict tbat of witness Swanson, who 
Swore tbat on the night of May 4 1(0 
flrovo O'Malloy to a swoon-opening on 
the West Side, and that on tbe way he 
stopped1 at Dwyer's saloon, into which 
all went to get a drink, 


On the cross-examination Dwyer said 


lie opened his saloon last April, and had 
never been absent from it on a Saturday 
night since. He eould not tell who was 
in his saloon on May 4, but he knew that 
O'Malley was not tbere.

During the 
ocean voyage they will be fed on ground 
feed and oil cake, and on their arrival 
will look as sleek and fat as they did the 
day they started. Mr. Harria' total sales 
off his farms this year were 631 head, 
averaging 1,664 pounds, and brought in 
round numbers about 850,000. These 
cattle were nearly all bought in Missouri 
a year ago, and were all short-horns or 
grades of that breed. Mr. Harris now 
has about 700 hogs fattening,

A SEA ADVENTURE. 


How a FtaWng Boat Was Blown from th» 


Bahamas to Florida. 


Last Friday morning about 4 o'clock 


Keeper J. M. Hopkins, of the Cape Mala- 
bar house of refuge, near here, discov- 
ered a small sloop riding at anchor about 
a mile off shore. He signaled the boat, 
and presently three persons—two men 
and a boy—emerged from the cabin and 
entering a dingey sculled slowly toward 
the shore. A heavy surf was on and it 
seemed impossible for the little boat to 
live in the breakers. 
Half the time the 


boat and its crew were wholly hidden 
from sight, but it arose safely to the crest 
of the following wave every time until 
within a rod of the beach, when a huge 
breaker lifted it up and threw it forward 
like a rocket. 
So terrific was its speed 


that the persons wfire unable to hold on 
to the seats. All three were thrown into 
the breakers. The oldest man managed 
to grasp the stern of the boat as it shot 
past him, and when the boat was thrown 
high on the sands he rolled like a ball 
half way up the beach. 


Anticipating the trouble Keeper Hop- 


kins had ran to the beach and waded 
out into the surf. When the three were 
thrown out of the boat Mr. Hopkins 
plunged into the breakers and caught 
the little boy and succeeded in drawing 
him safely to the shore. Then he ran 
back into the water and rescued the 
young man as the undertow seized him. 
But for this prompt action the little boy 
and the young man would have been 
drowned. 


The old mnn was still lying where the 


waves had tin-own him when Mr. Hop- 
kins was able to give him attention. Al- 
though he said his rough-and-tumble on 
the beach had not hurt him any, he was 
trembling violently and unable to rise. 
He was too weak to hold a cup of coffee, 
which was at once carried to him, but 
after drinking it he revived enough to 
tell that for four days they had been 
without food. Then the poor old colored 
man, 
with tears of joy running down his 


wrinkled cheeks, poured out prayers of 
thanksgiving to God for saving them 
from starvation and drowning. 


The young man and the little boy 


walked to the house, but the old man 
was so feeble that food was carried to 
where he was lying on the sands. The 
spark of life hi him was very low, but in 
an hour or two the old man was able to 
walk to the house on the edge of the 
bluff. 
Later on he was atile to give an 


account of his experience, which was a 
fearful one. He was what northerners 
would call a typical "Uncle Tom," tall 
and venerable in appearance, simple and 
religious in his conversation, humble 
and politr- in his actions. His age was 
perhaps CO, ;u;d he was born in slavery 
at St. Au.'.;ustiiiL', where he was owned 
by Daniel Hollo. Ills own name is Simon 
Rolle and he is the father of fourteen 
children, all of whom arc lining. The 
little boy, aged about 9 years, who was 
in the boat, is his youngest son. The 
other was an adopted BOH, about 20 years 
old, named James Evans. The following 
is a condensation of the old man's story: 


"I left my homo in Nassau for a trip 


to Courtney Key after turtles, taking 
along a week's provisions. We had just 
got off the Bahama banks when a calm, 
which lasted two days, settled down on 
us, and we drifted into the Gulf Stream, 
which carried us along rapidly. Our 
anchor cable was only ten fathoms long 
and we tried to row back to the banks, 
but could not do it. The third day a gale 
struck us. I've lived all my life on the 
salt water, but I never saw such a sea as 
there was in that Gulf Stream. 
I've 


seen more there in the last week than 
my grandfather saw in all his life. The 
waves rolled twice as high as our mast.s 
We gave up all hope, but by the power 
of God aud a good understanding we 
kept the boat from sinking. After the 
gale broke I headed the boat west-south- 
west, thinking I'd strike the coast some- 
where. I thought we were nearer St. 
Augustine and 
knew bur provisions 


would not last until we struck land, al- 
though from the day we were blown off 
the Bahama banks we limited our food 
to two crackers a day and finally to one 
a day. 
But four days ago Ben ate the 


last crumb. We had plenty of water, 
though, and that kept us from getting 
so hungry. Wo sighted land last night 
at 6 o'clock. I praised the good Lord 
for letting me see the land once more. 


"But I was afraid that perhaps we 


would be killed by the Indians or wild 
beasts, I didn't sleep any last night for 
thinking about them. We sailed on un- 
til midnight, guided by two lights on the 
shore. We anchored before the first one. 
It was the good Lord that ordered it. 
He brought us safe out of that wild, raw 
sea and to the very door of the good 
keeper of your government house. He 
has done everything in the world for us. 
We would have drowned and died of 
starvation but for him. As long as God 
lets me live I'll pray for him."—Mel- 
bourne (Fla.) News.

The Decline of Wrestling.

Kuroj>ean« In Bnml. 


Certain observations of Dr. Alfredo la 


Luy, of Rio de Janeiro, arc not encour- 
aging to intending immigrants from 
comparatively cool latitudes. Such in- 
habitants of Rio de Janeiro as are not 
colored persons are generally pallid, 
weak, of short stature, and of but little 
muscular strength. Malarious infection 
—not usually fatal by itself—seems to 
impoverish the blood aud render the 
children of Europeans frail and liable to 
succumb early to disease. Tiie cluldren 
of Portuguese and Italians sulTer least, 
but Germans, French, Belgians and other 
persona from climates very different 
'rom that of Brazil are warned that 
prosperous colonization can only be ef- 
tected by a crossing with races better 
adapted to hot climates.—Arkansaw 
Traveler.

the upper berth is not so easy of access 
as the lower, but if you don't mind climb- 
ing to the upper berth you will at once 
admit, after the night is over, that it is 
the more comfortable of the two. The 
ventilation is better and you are not so 
close to the rumbling noise. You are 
more private than you are in a lower 
berth, and in case of accident you have 
a chance of coming out on top. In hot 
weather the upper berth is cooler than 
the lower. 


The lower berth, as you know, is made 


up from the cushioned seats, which are 
of warm material. I have never known 
a man to fall out of an upper berth. 
I 


think if the company would make a dif- 
ference of a half dollar in favor of the 
upper berth it would eoon be in demand. 
But I believe the Pullman company 
never makes any difference in the 
charges.—Chicago Tribune.

The electric piano 
playe just as well as can possibly be done 
with hands and ringers, and all the ex- 
pression and all the accuracy are there. 
But nevertheless it is not the skilled 
pianist with intelligent fingers and sym- 
pathetic face who ie producing 
the 


music, and one listens to it with a dis- 
tinct feeling that something is lacking. 
One want* to see the person who is mak- 
ing the music. The invention, I suppose, 
will be used largely in concerts, where 
several pianos are needed and good time 
must be kept, and it may do much good 
in teaching. But nothing mechanical 
can ever take the place of the trained 
piano musician.—Pianist in St. Louis 
Globe-Democrat.

John E. McUrath, in charge of one of 


the surveying expeditions to locate the 
boundary line between Alaska and Brit- 
ish Columbia, has written !•> th« f-'iperm- 
tendent of the coast survey giving an 
account of his operations since his ar- 
rival in Alaska. 
The letter is dated 


thirty miles above Charley's Village, 
Aug. 18. The party had reached that 
point after some little annoyance and de- 
lays. They had observed several bril- 
liant displays of aurora borealis, one of 
which was interesting because of its be- 
ing attended by a noise, an unusual phe- 
nomenon. The letter relates the circum- 
stance as follows: 


One night while John Luis was on 


watcli ,it Fort Yukon he heard a noise 
behind him which made him think a 
flock of geese was coming along. Turn- 
ing to the north to see them, he beheld 
what looked like a rainbow flying up 
toward the zenith. Then it divided into 
two parts, one going toward the east and 
one toward the west. The phenomenon 
was not high, and seemed to be about 
twelve feet wide. He was badly fright- 
ened by it at (irst. As John had never 
seen an aurora, and knew nothing of the 
dispute a.s to whether any noise accom- 
panied it or not, his positive testimony 
that the noise it made first drew his at- 
tention to it will be of value. The next 
morning my magnet acted erratically. 
Mr. Wallace, the English minister at 
Rampart house, told Turner and myself 
that there was no doubt of noise accom- 
panying the aurora. They were very 
fine up at his station, and he has heard 
the sounds himself.—Washingtod Tele- 
gram. 


Cremation in France. 


It will certainly take a considerable 


tune before the French become familiar 
with the M-otem of burning instead of 
burying tni'ir dead; but cremation may, 
nevertheless, now be said to have a 
recognized position in France, and to 
render cremation popular—at all events 
with the humbler classes of society— 
everything has been done to make the 
process cheap. The prefect of the Seine 
has just given his sanction to a tariff for 
burning the remains of persons who 
may themselves, or whose relations may, 
prefer this system to burial. A uniform 
and moderate charge of fifty francs is 
made, this including the right of depos- 
iting the ashes in a columbarium which 
will shortly be built by the city of Paris, 
and leaving only the urn, in which the 
said ashes are inclosed, to the cost of 
the relatives. Moreover, in the case of 
persons who are certified by the mayor 
of the commune in which they died to 
have been in very necessitous circum- 
stances, no charge whatever will be 
made for cremating their remains, or 
for keeping, during a period of five 
years, what remains of the body after 
the burning process. Nothing is said as 
to what will become of the ashes at the 
expiration of the five years; but probably, 
as the bones of the dead are now every 
three, five, or ten years, according to the 
length of lease of the ground, removed 
from cemeteries to the catacombs, so the 
ashe.i will be collected and place 1 in some 
general receptacle.—London Standard.

Wonderful Escape From Death bj Starrm- 


tion of Two Adrenturen. 


The British Columbia mail today brings 


the following terrible tale of starvation 
in the Yukon district, which is clipped 
from the Victoria Times: "Chilcott, 
Alaska, Oct. 1.—Three detachments of 
men have returned this fall from Vukon. 
The second brought word tiiat they 
passed a boat lying on the beach with no 
one to be found near it, but it was 
thought to belong to four men who 
started from Forty Mile Creek to come 
out on July 6. It was known that tl. 
had but a small supply of food with 
them, and it was supposed they had taken 
to the woods in search of game. Thus it 
proved to be, and yesterday two men 
tottered down the mountain side to this 
place, whose emaciated faces and trem- 
bling limbs showed that they had sur- 
vived an experience that few men would 
have lived through. One of them was J. 
W. Sperry, of Portland, Ore. He is fifty 
years of age, with hair as white as the 
driven snow. The other man, R. G. Rose, 
also from Portland, is twenty years 
younger, and this youth alone saved 
Sperry from filling an unmarked grave 
in the valley of the Yukon. 


"Three weeks after starting on their 


homeward journey, their supply of pro- 
visions was entirely exhausted, and they 
soon became so weak that they could 
not pull their boat, which they finally 
abandoned, and took to the hills in 
search of game. Occasionally a squirrel 
was shot and quickly eaten by the men, 
who were now ravenous, and wild ber- 
ries became their only means of subsis- 
tence. 
Their trail was followed by 


clouds of mosquitos and flies, that lit 
upon them in swarms, and which they 
had to fight continually, and their face» 
and hands soon became raw and bleed- 
ing sores. In their weakened condition, 
Ingram and F. C. Young, from San 
Diego, Cal., others of the party, were 
unable to fight off the pesW, which 
preyed upon their eyelids until they be- 
came so inflamed that they lost all pow- 
er to open or closo them, and they be- 
came totally blind. 


"The dread of death by starvation and 


fear of being hopelessly lost in that 
strange country soon told upon the 
minds of these twos and Ingram repeat- 
edly begged his companions to shoot him. 
Finally he by down, refusing to move, 
and when his companions saw he was 
about gone they left him, almost drag- 
ging Young alonjj. The next day Young 
succumbed, a victim to starvation and 
tho torments of pests which swarmed 
about them day and night. They left 
him lying upon the ground to die, how 
far from where the foot of man has ever 
trod they do not know. 


"Another day brought them to some 


dried salmon caught by Indians for 
winter use, and they wero now able to 
retrace their steps to tho boat, and soon 
a paity of Indians came along from 
whom [hey obtained food enough to en- 
able them to rt'ach the first u hite settle- 
ment this side of the Yukon. On thuir 
way back to the boat they mine to the 
spot where Ingram was left, but found 
the mosquitos and Hies singing a recruit, in 
over their comrade. He was left with 
but a stone to mark his resting place, 
and his blanket and a few branches of 
hemlock spread over him for a shroud. 
They could not find where Young was, 
hut they are satisfied that strength or 
reason never returned sufficient to allow 
him to move from the spot 


"On their way out the party discovered 


a ledge having a clearly defined vein o.' 
rich ore, showing free gold, and at its 
baie found liberal quantities of gold in 
every pan. Location notices were hur- 
riedly put up, and the anticipation of 
rich results in another year, when they 
all hoped to return, buoyed up their 
spirits for a time and spurred them on 
to renewed efforts to escape their im- 
pending doom. 
The pangs of hunger 


soon destroyed all hopes of future riches, 
and their only thought was for some- 
thing to eat. 
Notwithstanding their 


terrible experience the two survivors in- 
tend to return to the Yukon the coming 
spring." 


British Columbia advices say that the 


steamer George W. Elder has arrived at 
Victoria on her way down from Alaska, 
with several Yukon miners on board. 
The miners complain bitterly of the pro- 
visions sold to them, upon which they 
have entirely to depend, by the Alaska 
Commercial company. The miners gay 
that they were obliged to take eighty 
pounds of putrid bacon, as it was all they 
could get 
Out of the lot they could 


only use four pounds. 


Another party driven by hunger were 


obliged to eat it with the result that four 
of them died. 
The prices asked are 


enormous, yet the miners had to submit 
and pay what was asked or starve to 
death. They say they had one or two 


' alternatives, either to go without the 
! provisions offered for sale by the Alaska 
! company and starve, or to purcliase 


i them and ''un the chance of being poi- 


I soned to death.—Ottiw.i (Out.) Dispatch

History of tbe Fork.

There is some direct evidence 
that they were employed to hold sub- 
stances particularly disagreeable or in- 
convenient to handle, as toasted choose, 
which would leave an unpleasant smell; 
or sticky sugared dainties, or soft fruits, 
the juice of which would btain the fin- 
gers. 


Only one incident Is related of tho use 


of the fork in tho Nineteenth century 
fashion. This was by a noble lady of 
Byzantium who had married a doge of 
Venice, and continued in that city to eat 
aft^r her own custom, cutting her meat 
\eiy finely up and conveying it to her 
niuiith with a two pronged fork. The 
act was regarded in Venice, according 
to IVtrus Damianus, as a sign of exces- 
sive luxury and extreme effeminacy.

suspfi'sta a probability that the fashion 
of i .iting with forks originated at the 
iuipi rial court of Byzantium and thence 
extended to the west. Some hundreds 
of \cars had still to i>ass before it could 
be domiciliatcd in Europe, for this doge's 
Byzantine w ife lived in the Eleventh 
century, while tho fashion of eatingwith 
forks diil not beco:

A DEATHBED 
MARRIAGE. 


Romantic Incident in the Life of Capt. 


Henry FrangeL 


The serious illness of Police Capt. 


Frangel recalls an incident in his life 
which his intimates have never forgot- 
ten. It is a bit of romance which he 
found much satisfaction in recounting. 
Capt. Frangel was born in Bavaria and 
educated liberally by his parents, who 
intended him for the ministry. His in- 
clination was not for a religious calling, 
however, and to find a vocation suited to 
his capacity and inclination he emigrated 
to America. 
Capt. Frangel was a very 


young man when ho arrived in St. Louis. 
He occupied several clerical positions, 
and at about the time of the outbreak of 
the war was marshal of the recorder's 
court, which held its sessions in the 
building now used by the fire depart- 
ment at Seventh and Olive streets. One 
day while at his duties in the court a reg- 
iment of volunteers passed going north. 


At that time the feeling between the 


northern and southern sympathizers was 
very strong. The Union party had the 
upper hand, but was not without fear of 
attack from southern sympathizers. As 
this regiment marched past the record- 
er's court some one discharged a gun. 
Whether a gun had been fired accident- 
ally in one of the houses near by, wheth- 
er some one had fired from one of the 
houses of tho soldiers, or whether ona 
of the soldier's guns had been discharged 
by its bearer is not now known. The 
soldiers believed they were being fired 
upon, and without orders fired in every 
and all directions. The principal fire 
was directed at tho recorder's court for 
gome unexplained reason. The fire wa» 
at such short range that windows were 
shattered and brick walls pierced. For 
years the buildings showed signs of this 
attack. Other balls went as far as Sev- 
enth and Washington avenue, where 
they lodged in the buildings. 


Three of the bullets that entered the 


recorder's court room struck Capt. Frari- 
gel. Two passed through his body and 
one through his legs. Though supposed 
to bo fatally wounded, he was taken to 
the hospital and carefully treated by the 
physicians in charge. He was engaged 
to be married, and tho ceremony was to 
be performed in a few weeks. Tjia 
wounded man's fiancee, on hearing of hi» 
injury, hastened to tho hospital, where 
she took her place at his bedside and re- 
mained tenderly caring for him until his 
recovery. At first it was thought he 
could not recover, and after a few dayg 
his recovery was said to bo impossible. 
Then they were married, tho nurse and 
the dying man. 
Mrs. Frangel was a 


most attentive nurse, and under her 
ministrations her husband recovered. 
His cure was thought by the doctors to 
be almost miraculous.—St, Louis Post- 
Dispatch. 


A Canine Photographer.

raphy is to have a trained dog who at a 
given signal will run and pull a string, 
by means of which the slide of an in- 
stantaneous camera is worked, so that 
his master may bo taken in a group or 
alone as often as ha pleases.
